HE committee, in its re- 
commendations, lays stresa 
on the necessity of identi- 
fying Communists and 
Communiat sympathiaera 
within the civil service 
who, becaune of their pre- 
dilectiona, are susceptible 
to Communist pressure and 
therefore « danger to 
security. That is, of course, 
a «proper safeguard to 
adopt. Burgess and Mauc- 
lean provide a striking 
example. 


But a person can become a8 
security risk for reasons 
other than possessing an 
ideology incompatible with 
his officinl == employment, 
Burgess and Maclean 
possessed morn] deficiencies 
which also made them 
susceptible to presaure 
from Communist agents. 


The rectitude of a person is 
not to be judged wholly by 
the purity of his politics, 
should he profess any, His 
behaviour both in and out 
of office must be na funda- 
mental consideration, and 
must, more than ever 
before, come under the 
close scrutiny of the 
security service.

FOLLOW PRELATE’S DEPORTATION

VIOLENT TUNIS 
ANTI-AMERICAN 
DEMONSTRATION 


Tunis, Mar. 9. 


French settlers stormed the offices of the US 
Consulate-General and wrecked the quarters of 
the US Information Service in riotous anti- 
American demonstrations here today. 

Officials reported that one Frenchman was 
fatally wounded by gunfire when the rioters broke 


into a nationalist newspaper office. 


Two news- 


paper employees were beaten severely. 
French Army units moved in tonight and took up 


positions at key points in the city. 


The troops and police 


used tear gas to disperse the rioters. 


The angry mo, rioting over 
what they charged was Ameri- 
can interference in Frene'- 
Tunisian affairs, trapped 
American Vice-Consul George 
Mailpoux, his wife and their 
son in the building, but did not 
horm them, an oficial said. 

Chanting the Marseilles, the 
rioters surged through five 
offices in the Consulate, ripping 
open drawers and tes and 
tearing up official documents, 
More than 100 of the de- 
monstrators rampaged through 
the building while hundreds of 
others milled about outside, 

The mob then moved on to 
smash the US Information Ser- 
vice’s office in tne European 
quarter of the city. 

PLANT PILLACED

The rioting was ignited by the 
burial ceremonies {cr two French 
brothers assaseinated by native 
revels.

Members of the crowd turned on 
him when he attempted to leave,

Ben Franklin 


—Off The Cutf 


New Haven. 

The Benjamin Franklin 
papers, now being edited at 
Yate University, | were 
Iccated {in such dissimilar 
places as the top shelf of a 
London _ tailor’s shop and 
a Philadelphia rubbish 


heap. 

Dr Leonard Labarce, Profescr 
of History at Yale, and Mr 
Whitfield Bell, editor — and 
asoclate editor —_ respectively 
of the Papers of Benjamin 
Franklin, explained that Frank~ 
lin, In the carlye days of the 
American Revolution, stored 
his papers fer safekeeping In 
the house of a Philadelphia 
friend. The house was sacked 
by the British, and most of the 
papers were lost, 

Some «f the papers turned up 
a numbtr of years later on the 
top shelf of a tallor’s shop, 
where the talicr was cutting 
them Into paper patterns, Mr 
Belt said. Some of these manu- 
scripts are still in the 
ehapes of cuffs and collar cut 
by the tailor. 

Other papers left behind in 
Philadelphia were found among 
a@ batch being caricd off to a 
paper mill for pulping. Pro- 
fessor Labarco said that a 
search’ in England and France 
turned up Franklin papers in 
such. places as tho National 
Maritime Muscum jn Green- 
wich, London Hospital, and the 
French Foreign Office, — China

NE of the world's 
most famous blind 
men has just chosen 
to remain — blind 

withough a leading 
American eye specialist has 
all but guaranteed he could 
give him hig sight back. 


Battersea-born George 
Shearing, who in seven 
years has reached the top of 
the American Uownbeat 
world with his own style of 
progressive jazz and whose 
Quintet has been called the 
most popular instrumental 
group in the USA, belleves, 
however, that his blindness 
helps his music—and helps 
him to know people better 
than anyone with normal 
sight. 


“It helps me to know 
them without the deceiving 
factor of | outward — ap- 
pearances.” Leaning back in 
an armchair in his com- 
fortable New Jersey home, 
Shearing added: "It helps 
me see people from the in- 
side.” 


Shearing was burn on August 
13, 1919, the youngest of a 
Londen coalman’s nine children,

The patient who gocs to his 
doctor and complains of 
symptoms for which the doctor 
can find no apparent cause at 
the time, may be the victim of 
one or a combination of the 
factors discussed here. If the 
doctor finds “nothing wrong” 
the first time, but the symptoms 
persist, or are replaced by other 
symptoms cqually vague but 
none-the-less disagreeable and 
disabling, don’t damn the doctor. 

Such cases may tale time and 
patient observation. Go back to 
the doctor and give him a good 
opportunity to care for you. 
Even if such care should ‘prove 
continuous or frequent, it will 
still be worth while to feel 
better, : ;

certain faith in his Judgment. 


This folth ie a writer-public 
relationship which much be 
guarded with jealousy and 
sincerity. Whatever his per- 
sonal connectlons; and commit- 
ments It jy a writer's job to 
write, comment, criticise and 
praise impartially and solely on 
tho basis of whut ho sees. It Is 
quite impossible for him to do 
that, through someone clse's 
eyes,,.,however reltable he 
May consider the other Indivi- 
dual to be, 

It... dg strongly 
certain local circles that this 
type of seoond-hand reporting 
was pracised recenly, Ofticials 
of the two teams who were he 
subject of a scuthing report arc 
not satisted that the writer, 
whose Nom-de-plume was used, 
was actually present at the 
gome. It is belleyed that he 
made only a brief visit of a few 
minutes’ duravion mid-way 
through the game—part of that 
was during the interval—and It 
is difficuh to see how he was in 
any posidon to offer the com- 
ments which subsequently ap- 
peared under his name, 


HEALTHY CRITICI5M ‘
